There arc certain inversions aud 
constructions in Latin and Greek that aro 
not in themselves valuable, but arc greedily 
seized by ordinary students and imitated by 
thorn in every literary effort. 


So much of a student':! time is devoted to 


the ancient authors that ho comes not un- 
naturally to hold English writers, in a sort of 
contempt, and ho does not consider that he 
is doing justice to, his liberal education un- 
\a33ho imitates some mannerism of n clas- 


sfG. author, ojr freely quotes from Cicero and 
Plato. Young men would receive moro good 
literary culture for thc time being from a 
greater familiarity with the best English 
writers, but it is not certain that he would 
bo better off in the long run*. At any rate 
his instructors should take pains to lead him 
to adopt the classic spirit, instead of tho 
classic body, for his model.

THE KEliOllElt-TILTON SCANDAL. 
Tho Brooklyn Er.glo publishes an inter- 


view with two of Boucher's intimato friends 
who passed Friday with him at Fookskill; 
they say ho did not feel bad about Tiltoa'n 
letter, nud, consulting its naturo, looked 
at it with astounding composure, lie know 
Tiltoa was contemplating .something of the 
kind for some time, and seemed quite 
relieved to learn it was out. Ho will not do 
anything rash. Ho has not at all lost his 
balance nor his confidence iu himself and 
his friends. Before saying or doing any- 
thing of n public nature be will consult with 
liis friends in tho city, and in nil probability 
act upon their ml vice. If they deem it 
best for him to remain silent—meeting this 
latest charge as ho had met all others with 
the record of his life—ho \vill remain silent. 
If, on tlio contrary, they deem it for the 
interest of tho church and of good living 
that he should make a statement, ho will 
m&ko one. As to his ability to mcetimd 
nullify all that hits been said against him, 
there is no doubt iu the minds of those 
who know this matter most intimately. 


If the issue involved Mr. Beccher alone, 


his course of action would bo clear, but he 
cannot speak on this subject, without prac- 
tically ruining a very largo number of rep- 
utations. 
He baa suffered for others, and 


tho only question now is whether ho can 
continue to do GO. His own disposition is 
to suffer on, believing that when people 
como to consider quietly tho case, oven as it 
has been stated, they will accept his life its 
a sufficient answer. It is a little difficult 
for the average nrind to believe in the ex- 
istence of magnanimity so largo as this. It 
seems incredible that a minister should bo 
found prepared to net ont the gospel ho 
preaches, but that Mr. Beeehcr is attainted 
with scandal today, thai men are in doubt 
as tho purity of his manhood is duo wholly 
to_hia magnanimity. 


Question—What if anything, docs Mr. 


Bcecher say about the apologetic letter cited 
by Mr. Tilton, in which Mr. Bcecher, after 
acknowledging hit; guilt, is made to appear 
as imploring Tilton's pardon?

There is no difficulty in raining iheop suc- 


ce«fully, if the necessary cnro be taken. 
This c*u all tho more bo secured if but few 
wekept. Theu thoro is a chaiico of proper- 
ly seeing to thorn aud keeping only good 
stock, which is tho most profitable. The 
fanner who has tho long woolotl, heavy ixxl- 
ied ab»ep baa a great advantage in his lauibn. 
With a ttaall flock it needs but little euro to 
BAYS the lambs, and command early in tho 
season, not only tho top prico, but more, if 
the breed is ft largo, healthy one, ami tho 
huubs como early and tiro well taken care 
of. The wool also will realize well. 


If there is land to bo cleared of shrubi 


and weeds, or it is steep or broken up so that 
the plough cannot be used, sheap arc the 
thing to subdue it aucl establish a growth of 
grass. 
No greater profit can bo realized 


from such land than by keeping sheep. But 
even when tho land i« nil tillable, aud heavy 
crops can bo raised, n fo\v sheep uiui, in gen- 
eral, bo kept with advantage, us there is al- 
ways ttrno enough to seo to n few sheep. Soe 
to them well, keep only what is good, pro- 
viding always there is n near mid good mar- 
ket. This, on tho principle of carrying fill 
the parts in farming, so far as climate, lo- 
cality, etc., will admit. 


Even during tho depressed period, when 


sheep wore slaughtered in tho West for their 
pelts, and wool was n drug, there were farm- 
era who "inndo it pay," to keep sheep—they 
were heavy, long wooled, bore largo lambs 
prolifically, which found n ready and good 
market, while tho wool from such sheep, 
kept in the best nrrner so as to tioeuro in 
perfection tho finest properties to the fleece, 
realized something that could always bo sold 
however stagnant and reduced tho market. 
Than, instead of two or three pounds of 
wool per head, five to sovou wore averaged. 
Those men continued their sheep with little 
or uo IOKH—some averring they realized 
profit during tho discouraging periods mul 
when the times changed ami flush prices 
prevailed (as is always the caso iu any 
branch), they got the benefit— they wero the 
only ones thero to receive it, the rest having 
withdrawn, nnd they have boon receiving it 
aver since. It is uot a question whether 
this or that branch will pay bost.
